FUTURE FARMERS 
OF AMERICA 

Some may have asked and pro¬ 
bably you are now wondering just 
what the Future Farmers of Ameri¬ 
ca is. If so from time to time in this 
section we hope to inform you and 
to also be of some service to you. 
First let us consider the organization 
and its purposes. 

The Future Farmers of America, 
hereafter referred to as the F. F. A., 
is a national organization of farm 
boys studying vocational agricul¬ 
ture in the public high schools 
throughout the United States, ex¬ 
tending to and including the terri¬ 
tories of Hawaii and Puerto Rico, 
The F. F. A. is a non-profit corpor¬ 
ation organized for the purpose to 
recognize, and encourage the natur¬ 
al instincts and tendencies to organ¬ 
ize into “gangs” or groups and to 
place emphasis, enthusiasm and 
pleasure into work and recreation. 
As stated, we have the national or¬ 
ganization of affiliated state associ¬ 
ations which are in turn, composed 
of local chapters in schools having 
organized instruction in vocational 
agriculture under the provisions of 
the National Vocational Education 
Acts. The National Organization is 
meeting this week at Kansas City 
for their annual meeting which is 
composed of delegates and officers 
from all of the state associations. 
If you should be listening in you 
will hear part of their program 
from your loud speaker. The Ken¬ 
tucky Association held their meet¬ 
ing the 4th, 5th, and 6th of August 
at Lexington. At present we are in 
the process of organizing a chapter 
in the Morgan County High School. 
In the national organization there 
are approximately 125,000 boys. Ac¬ 
cording to a recent statement by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, “The pos- 
ibilities of the F. F. A. are im¬ 
measurable.” “Through ^heir lead¬ 
ership we may expect a^new agri¬ 
culture—an agriculture lighted by 
science and organized to demand an 
equal share with industry in the 
country’s general prosperity.” It 
would seem that there is no more 
hopeful sign of progress among our 
farm population. It has been said 
that “Rural leadership is the out¬ 
standing need of the hour,” and it 
seems to me that it will continue to 
be the greatest need in the future. 
Much of the hoped for improved 
farming conditions lie in co-opera¬ 
tive enterprise, and successful co¬ 
operation demands or depends on 
leadership. 

This organization affords not only 
an excellent opportunity to teach 
vocational students but also to prac¬ 
tice some of the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of leadership. The boys are 
taught how to conduct their own 
meetings and how to do things in 
an organized way. Some of these 
activities we will give you in a lat¬ 
er report of our organization. One 
of the main secrets of the success of 
any student organization rests in the 
ability of supervisors and teachers 
to place responsibility on the stu¬ 
dents themselves.

Progress, if there really be prog¬ 
ress, is always visible ewn though it 
be very gradual and be brought 
about in very small units. In this 
ease we are likely to overlook one’s! 
ability to officiate in a public office, j 
But when a man can make such 
strides of progress as have been 
brought about by our county super¬ 
intendent, Ova O. Haney, and the 1 
efficient board members, the past 1 
four years, we feel like branding 
him not as an ordinary citizen, but 
as a genius. Mr. Haney has taken 
advantage of every opportunity that 
made for the betterment of Morgan 
county and has labored diligently to 
promote her educational interests in 
the most economical way, and I feel ^ 
that it is fitting and fair for me to 
enumerate some of the things he 
has accomplished that will make the 1 
future history of our county, and to ' 
mention also some of his personal 
characteristics and qualifications that 
entitle him to the honor of further 
serving as county superintendent in 
order that he may direct the educa¬ 
tional activities of the county. 

Briefly speaking, he has sponsored 
a building program that has in- : 
creased the total value of Morgan 
county school property from $75,000 
to $430,000.

county at a nominal cost and turned 
over to the various schools. Thirty 
buildings have been painted and put 
in better condition than the present 
administration found them. The cen¬ 
sus has been carefully taken by the 
attendance officer so that $36,000 has 
been added to the funds of the coun¬ 
ty. $31,302 more has been added to 
teachers’ salaries than was budgeted 
for that purpose during the four 
years previous. 

During Mr. Haney’s term of office 
more than 400 boys and girls have 
received NYA aid which assisted 
them in continuing their high school 
work, and more than $6,000 in the 
form of free textbooks have been 
handled by him and placed in the 
hands of Morgan county children. 
This stride of progress saved all of 
the parents who have children en¬ 
rolled in the first six. grades a vast 
sum of money, and had it not been 
for these two factors many of our 
most talented boys and girls would 
have been forced to drop out of 
school before finishing high school. 
We are living today in a democracy 
and education is necessary to its 
continuance as such.
